Oklahoma C.ty, Jan. 15.—Two men 
murdered and a nephew of Former 
Governor Charles N. Haskell, and his 
wife being held at police station, the 
former directly 
charged 
with 
the 
crime, in brief tells the story of one 
*otf the worst crimes in the r cent his­ 
tory of Oklahoma City. The murder­ 
ed men are P. D. Anderson and A. O. 
Christensen. The man charged with 
the murder is B. K. Updike. He and 
Anderson are 
brothers-in-law\ 
The 
double murder occurred at the Up­ 
dike home, TOO West Reno avenue, 
Sunday evening at 6:15 o’clock, fol­ 
lowing a mysterious quarrel, the de­ 
tails of which both Updike and his 
wife positively refus to discuss. 
“My brother-.in-law, 
Bert 
Updike, 
shot me and the 
man 
inside 
the 
house," w'ere dying wmrds of P. D. 
Andei son, who died at St. Anthony's 
hospital just five hours after the 
shooting. A. O. Christensen breathed 
his last as the police reached the 
house, only a few minutes after the 
killing. 
Christensen was shot in the mouth, 
the bullet breaking the spinal cord 
at the base of the skull. Anderson 
was shot in the left shoulder, tlhe 
bullet piercing the 
left lung. The 
shooting was done with an automatic 
pistol, the shell extracted showing it 
to be a number .38 calibre.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—There 
seems little or no likelihood that 
the house committee on Indian af 
fairs will take the coal and asphalt 
bill under consideration before late 
in the week. This delay was ex­ 
plained Saturday by the fact that the 
bill has been referred to the secre­ 
tary of the interior for report. What 
action the department will take re­ 
mains a matter of much speculation, 
inasmuch as Secretary Ballinger, on 
numerous occasions, 
has 
declared 
that the department will not stand 
sponsor for any bill, and this de­ 
spite the fact that the secretary is 
on record as in favor of the sale of 
the lands in question. 
The bill, as introduced, places the 
entire burden of responsibility on the 
administration, as there is no pre­ 
tense in the bill as to how the coal 
and the surface shall be sold, wheth­ 
er in large or small tracts. Indeed, 
there is nothing in the measure to j 
prevent the coal trust gobbling up 
the entire mineral 
wealth of -the 
two nations and thus create a mo­ 
nopoly o fthe cool and asphalt in 
Oklahoma. 
In any event, the bill, it seems. 
will have hard sledding before it be­ 
comes a law.
